Memoirs  of  the  Senior  Class 


Our  story  began  on  a  cloudy  morning  in  October, 
1952,  when  we  assembled  to  be  oriented  into  the 
mysteries  of  the  Bowman  Gray  School  of  Medicine. 
To  launch  us  properly  on  our  medical  school  careers, 
Dean  Carpenter  promised  to  bail  each  of  us  out  of 
jail  one  time  (only),  Mr.  Parker  acquainted  us  with 
the  woes  of  the  high  financier,  and  Jim  Sandberg 
introduced  all  of  us  to  each  other. 

Having  been  properly  introduced,  we  blazed  into 
histology  with  vigor,  determination,  and  diarrhea. 
There  we  were  when,  for  the  first  time,  the  voice 
of  the  turtle  was  heard  throughout  the  lab,  saying, 
"Can  you  sharpen  it  up  a  little,  Charles?" 


Biochem  was  an  interesting  sideline  during  our 
histology  quarter.  We  observed  the  time-honored 
traditions  of  fighting  for  front  row  seats,  feeding  ze 
rats,  agitating  Marge,  eating  prunes  and  Levine  tubes, 
and  trying  to  look  intelligent  during  the  lectures  on 
hemoglobin  carriage  of  oxygen.  Tlie  first  quarter 
was  really  the  longest  and  most  uncertain  of  them  all. 

When  we  started  anatomy  (40  pages  behind  in  our 
assignments )  we  were  led  a  merry  chase  by  the 
turtles.  D.  J.  Cunningham,  and  the  green  mold. 
Those  wlio  think  of  anatomy  as  a  static  science 
would  be  interested  in  some  of  the  things  we  learned 
about  right-sided  spleens  and  the  branches  of  the 
vagus  arter>'. 
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Anatomy  beliind  us,  we  clianged  our  surround- 
ings completely  and  came  under  the  influence  of 
Green,  Denison,  Spencer,  Little,  Truitt.  Parsons, 
Mathews,  et  at.  Our  pliysiology  quizzes  were  gems 
of  wit.  to  wit:  "If  (A)  is  related  to  (B)  but  not  as 
cause  and  effect,  then  ( C )  is  true  when  (  D )  is  the 
same  as  (E)  unless  (F)  is  of  more  relative  import- 
ance than  either  (A),  (D),  or  (G),  in  which  case 
check  "false"  on  answer  sheet  .3B."  The  physiology 
<|uizzes  were  nothing  compared  with  Dr.  Paul  Haun's 
"iiuiz"  in  Psychobiology.  He  taught  us  that  noth- 
ing of  which  we  can  conceive  has  meaning  unless 
the  meaning  of  one's  concepts  fall  within  the  concept 
of  nieaning. 

Our  encounter  with  Dr.  Parker  Beamer  was  brief 
but  noteworthy.  The  crystal-clear,  informative  style 
of  his  lectures  will  go  long  unremembered.  He  also 
distinguished  himself  with  his  expert  marksmanship 
in  squirting  water  out  of  windows,  around  comers, 
and  over  partitions  onto  unsuspecting  freshman 
medical  students.  Oh  well!  To  each  his  own! 

Dr.  Lidc  lectured  to  tlic  lilackljoard  «ith  an  ear- 
shattering  whisper  about  the  arrangement  of  beds  in 
certain  northern  hospital  wards.  Incidentally,  Dr. 
Lide,  it  was  Lester  Adcock  who  held  up  the  LAUGH 
signs  when  you  cracked  your  funnies.  Otherwise,  the 
back-row  boys  whouki  ne\er  ha\e  known  when. 

The  Moose  lectured  us  on  toomahs  and  Josh 
Turnage  cells.  Those  members  of  the  class  who 
weren't  Wake  Foresters  are  probably  still  wondering 
what  a  Josh  Turnage  Cell  is.  Josh  Turnage  doesn't 
know  either. 

The  first  eight  weeks  of  our  sophomore  year  were 
most  confusing.  Dorothy  and  Bob  gave  us  a  series 
of  well-outlined,  interesting  lectures,  in  utmost  de- 
fiance of  all  academic  traditions.  We  had  ahuost 
adapted  oursehes  to  these  when  we  went  into  the 
"Fabulous  Fourteen"  and  re\erted  to  a  more  normal 
pattern. 
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Those  last  fourteen  weeks  of  physiology  and  path- 
ology were  indeed  a  baptism  of  fire,  con\incing  us 
that  we  could  stand  up  under  any  sort  of  stress. 
However,  it  is  not  unlikely  that  that  year's  cancer 
symposium  saved  us  from  adrenal  collapse  as  well 
as  a  pathology  final. 

The  spring  quarter  of  the  sophomore  year  was 
different.  We  leisurely  went  about  learning  the 
proper  methods  of  percussion,  doing  CBC's,  and 
washing  lampblack  off  our  hands  while  blindfolded. 
It  was  a  great  quarter  until  the  final  week.  Then 
came  the  deluge-quizzes  by  the  plethora.  Maybe 
posterity  will  devise  some  method  whereby  final 
exams  can  be  held  early  in  a  quarter  and  leave  the 
rest  of  the  time  to  enjoy  the  work  in  a  non-spastic 
manner.  At  any  rate,  an  ijumortal  statement  was 
made  that  week  by  Dr.  Emery  Miller:  "Dr.  Prichard 
assures  me  that  anyone  who  spells  his  name  correctly 
will  pass  History  of  Medicine."     Se\enteen  flunked. 

State  Boards  (Part  I)  were  the  next  hurdle.  They 
weren't  so  tough!  We  celebrated  this  milestone  in 
di\erse  ways,   but   mostly  by  getting  married.     The

cultures."  In  our  spare  time  we  attended  ward  classes, 
clinics,  and  had  oral  quizzes.  Of  the  latter,  much 
has  been  written  and  spoken,  every  word  of  which 
is  true,  therefore  nothing  more  need  he  added. 

In  the  specialties  quarter  we  had  the  honor  of 
being  the  first  class  to  "lecture"  in  OB-GYN,  while 
the  prof,  sat  back  and  listened,  occasionally  injecting 
a  choice  connnent  about  "fungicidal  infections"  or 
breech  presentations.  Amazingly  enough,  we  weren't 
the  last. 


ranks  of  bachelorhood  were  so  irreparably  decimated 
that  Edmonds  and  Fowler  began  to  suspect  strongly 
that  they  would  be  the  only  two  to  solo  out  of 
medical  school. 

We  started  the  clinical  years  in  an  enthusiastic,  _y_et_ 
apprehensive  manner,  for  the  changing  into  "whites" 
and  working  with  patients  was  the  most  radical  de- 
parture yet  from  the  old  accumstomed  academic 
routine.  Doubtless  it  would  have  been  easier  for 
us.  doing  those  first  venipunctures,  had  we  realized 
that  the  patients  were  much  more  frightened  than  we. 

On  junior  surgery  we  learned  how  to  hold  re- 
tractors and  how  best  to  withstand  the  unbridled 
fury  of  an  irate  Miss  Shirley.  We  saw  our  first  hot 
abdomens,  pneumonectomies,  and  craniotomies,  but 
found  that  our  place  on  the  team  was  more  in  the 
line  of  cell  counters  and  fluid  starters. 

The  junior  medicine  quarter  was  marked  by  the 
usual  "requests"  on  new  patients  from  the  resident 
staff,  e.g.:  "Hx,  P.E.,  CBC,  Urinalysis,  BUN,  FBS, 
CO=,  CI.  TSP  &  A/G,  Stool  for  O.  &  P.,  L.E.  prep 


On  urology  that  quarter,  the  national  president  of 
the  Student  American  Medical  Association  had  the 
first  of  many  skirmishes  with  that  brilliant  and  in- 
spiring house  staff,  whose  motto  later  became,  "Now 
there's  just  so  much  work  that  has  to  be  done,  etc., 
etc." 

The  senior  year  is  viewed  from  much  too  close 
for  a  proper  perspective,  but  e\en  so,  there  are  a 
few  experiences  which  seem  particularly  outstanding. 
Working  in  the  out-patient  clinic  was  something  new, 
as  was  the  privilege  of  working  directly  with  the 
attending  staff  members  on  their  own  patients.  It 
seems  that  the  senior  year  had  fewer  crises,  less 
drudgery,  and  more  compensations  than  the  other 
three  years.  None  of  us  groaned  about  the  paucity 
of  lab  work  and  quizzes.  Doubtless,  after  we  are 
graduated  and  scattered,  the  memories  of  medical 
school  most  easily  brought  to  mind  will  be  of  that 
last,  relatively  leisurely  year,  rather  than  the  sleep- 
less, tooth-and-nail  preclinical  years,  or  the  third 
year  clinical  flunkyship. 

Thus  ends  the  history  of  the  Class  of  1956,  and 
the  ending  is  rather  a  beginning,  for  it  yet  remains 
for  our  class  to  prove  itself  worthy  in  the  profession 
of  its  choosing.

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Three  Year  Performance 

Living  day  by  day,  and  having  life's  young  carefree  feeling,  one  knows  not  where  the  foot- 
steps of  time  shall  guide  his  path,  neither  tomorrow  nor  the  following  tomorrows.

We  assembled  on  the  front  steps  at  Ardmore  Baptist 
Church  and  there  anticipated  the  excitement  and  joy  within,  which  comes  with  newly  capped 
student  nurses.  Parents  filled  the  church  with  smiling,  proud  faces.  After  the  capping  a  recep- 
tion followed  in  the  cafeteria  where  we  were  the  celebrities. 

At  last,  though  only  freshmen,  we  worked  the  full  eight  hour  da\',  excluding  classes.  What 
a  wonderful  feeling!  As  summer  progressed,  we  flocked  to  the  shuffleboard  beach— popular  to 
nurses  and  exposed  to  one-half  the  hospital.  Incidentally,  the  patients  enjoyed  the  \iew  as  well 
as  we  enjoyed  the  beach. 

Vacation  time  rolled  around  and  we  again  departed  to  all  points  on  the  globe.  Two  weeks 
were  the  limit,  but  how  did  a  certain  four  girls  rate  two  months?  Wonder  if  that  was  thoroughly 
in\estigated? 

Again  assembling  for  classes  in  the  fall  we  found  there  were  diamonds  floating  around. 
Mallie  began  the  parade  of  marriages  that  was  soon  to  follow.  Now,  as  jimiors,  we  experienced 
many  happenings.  We  began  specialties— operating  room,  pediatrics,  and  obstetrics.  Alice  Miller 
was  elected  secretary  of  the  State  Student  Nurses  Association.  Unusual  happenings  occurred  on 
the  wards.  Moe  found  she  couldn't  dissolve  Demerol  tablets,  June  picked  an  area  of  skin  un- 
wisely and  Bobbie  and  Peggy  learned  to  manipulate  a  foster  frame  with  their  eyes  closed. 

Yes,  it  was  a  wonderful  \ear,  but  it  was  not  all  work.  We  began  thinking  about  the  Junior- 
Senior.  This  thought  brought  with  it  the  need  for  mone\ .  We  planned  a  square  dance  which 
everyone  enjoyed.  In  the  earh-  spring,  we  put  much  planning  into  a  talent  show  where  there 
was  student  participation.  Dr.  Prince  was  M.C.  and  did  a  great  job.  Finally,  on  May  seventh 
we  presented  the  Junior-Senior  to  the  senior  class.  Incidentally,  Joan,  you  did  a  fine  job  plan- 
ning the  dance.   We  were  proud  to  be  able  to  ha\e  a  banijuet  preceding  the  dance. 

Again  time  held  the  upper  hand.  During  the  siunmer  months  more  marriages  took  place  and 
vacations  were  enjoyed  to  the  fullest.  We  knew  that  in  the  earh'  fall  we  would  receive  an  ad- 
dition to  our  caps  in  the  form  of  a  small  black  band.  At  our  black  band  supper  we  couldn't  have 
been  happier.  This  point  in  our  careers  signified  that  we  could  see  our  goal  just  o\er  the  hori- 
zon. Also,  we  found  Miss  Bettie  Baise  was  to  return  to  our  school  after  an  absence  of  one  year. 
Some  people  wondered  wh)-  we  were  all  smiles. 

Then  each,  in  turn,  began  our  psychiatric  affiliation  at  Dix  Hill.  Tales  from  upperclassmen 
had,  of  course,  reached  us.  An  anticipation  of  what  was  to  come  enthralled  each  of  us.  Those 
days  shall  ne\er  be  forgotten  but  remembered  with  a  smile. 

In  the  months  that  were  to  follow  we  realized  the  responsibility  that  was  to  be  placed  on 
us.  Then,  we  acknowledged  the  position  we  were  about  to  fill.  Yes,  maturity  had  been  reached. 
Seriousness  replaced  a  carefree  manner. 

What  will  happen  tomorrow  and  in  the  following  tomorrows  is  still  a  mystery.  Some  of  us 
will  go  on  with  studying  to  attain  another  goal— others  will  be  satisfied  with  the  present.  There 
is  no  greater  satisfaction  than  knowing  we  can  help  others.
